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T he era of “jazz journalism” is over and a period of a new' 
and enormously more productive and powerful journaiism is set­ 
ting in, Karl A. Bickel, president of the United Presa Associations, 
stated last week before editors of the Northwest, attending the 
University of Minnesota short course at St. Paul. Bickel was the 
speaker at a banquet given the visiting editors by the Minneapolis 
Journal. 
“Journalism,” said Bickel, “at this precise time is in a period 
of transition. New factors of great potency are at w'ork upon the 
minds of the news consumers of America. 
“The great war was one of these forces. 
Its (‘fred upon the 
American newspaper was not as immediate as many might be­ 
lieve. 
For the first few years after the w'ar the youth of America 
wanted, above everything else, to forget the war. 
But a change 
is everywhere apparent. 
Today the man who was overseas is be­ 
ginning to interpret the news he reads in the American press from 
abroad, in the light of his own experiences with the people he 
came in contact while abroad. And he is a new and very definitely 
interested consumer of foreign information. 
“The moving picture is another of these new elements. 
The 
third and perhaps iii many ways, the most powerful of all, is the 
radio. 
“The three combined have tremendously enlarged the news 
horizons of the American people; widened their interests; stimu­ 
lated their minds; stirred up their lives. 
“There was a time w'hen it was a popular statement iii news­ 
paper offices that newspapers were published for an average in­ 
telligence of a child of twelve years. 
Another personage that 
news editors were adjured to keep in mind when considering the 
mental abilities of,the mass of their readers was a fictional ‘milk­ 
man in Omaha.’ 
But the Omaha milkman passed on; his son 
grew up, went to school, established himself in business, joined a 
golf club and owns two cars. 
Ile competes with the editor in an 
intelligent interest in the world’s affairs. 
“The editor no longer has to fear that his newspaper will be 
too intelligent for his readers. 
If he is really wise, his fear will 
be that he w'on’t be able to keep his paper intelligent enough. 
“Tile American newspaper has recently undergone consider­ 
able fire from its many important and sincerely interested critics. 
Admitting, as publishers very readily do, the manifest defects of 
American newspapers, yet the fact remains that American news 
standards are the highest iii the world and that the American 
newspaper is becoming the typo of the strongest and best in jour­ 
nalism all over the world— in Great Britain, Germany, South 
America and Japan. 
There are stupid publishers in America, of 
course, just as there are stupid bankers, bul evidence accumulates 
on all sides, of a more concrete character, that by tile large the 
American publisher today is very definitely not only producing the 
kind of a newspaper Americans want, but is studying and working 
every day to develop a stronger, more intelligent and efficient 
newspaper. 
“The age of the jazz newspaper is over. Publishers are learn* 
ing—and what is more important, advertisers are learning—that 
it is not a difficult task to acquire a larger circulation but that a 
jazz circulation is not a worthwhile advertising buy. 
“You can’t sell bonds, grand pianos and automobiles in a 
cabaret—and you can’t sell advertised goods in a newspaper per­ 
meated with the artificial, high-powered, hopped-up atmosphere 
of the cabaret. 
“When a newspaper reader is seeking primarily amusement, 
shock, emotional thrill, he is not in the mood to think of purchas­ 
ing a home or a pair of shoes. The newspaper whose news selec­ 
tion and news display is such that it keenly and elfectively ap­ 
peals to its readers’ intelligent curiosities and which arouses their 
interests in the constructive aspects of life, immediately stimu­ 
lates and stirs in the average news consumer a desire for personal 
betterment and that means immediate interest in advertising. 
And th at’s why a newspaper of 200,000 circulation, with that sort 
of an appeal, is a better and sounder advertising buy than a news­ 
paper with 100,000 circulation based on the mass interest in mor­ 
bidity. 
One of the healthy signs in present day journalism is 
that both the publisher and the advertiser are finding this out. 
“We have had a delirious era of ‘jazzed journalism.’ 
It ha. 
lasted almost a quarter of a century. 
It has definitely closed. 
A 
new and greater journalistic period is setting in— one that will 
make all the records of real accomplishment of tho past decad 
look puny. 
“This getting away from the old and into the new does not 
mean a reversal of Hie old gray press of the nineties, it does not 
mean a stupidly reactionary press, it does not mean a press loss 
alive to the themes that most deeply and fundamentally arouse the 
emotional forces of mankind, but it does mean a much better anti 
keener understanding of these forces and a finer intelligence in th! 
selection and direction in handling of news aimed to arouse an 
emotional interest. 
“The Snyder-Gray murder is one sort of an appeal to reader 
emotion; the Lindbergh story is another. 
One drags the minds 
of the news consumers of the nation through the slime of the gut­ 
t e r ; the other calls forth the finest and best instincts of mankind. 
And in cold dollars and cents in tile publisher’s cash register, in 
reader appeal, in the building of newspaper prestige and com­ 
munity standing, the Lindbergh story was a tremendously potent 
and valuable asset to every publisher in America and the gross 
exploitation of the Snyder murder a positive liability. 
“The American high school and college have been pouring 
out into the body of our citizenship during the last thirty years 
the greatest body of, at least, partially educated men and women 
the world has ever seen. The number of these people has become 
so great now that their influence is beginning to tell. 
And these 
people are demanding higher ethical standards, a decenter at 
mosphere, a cleaner basis in all of the great activities of life; in 
buying and selling; in politics and government; in the life in the 
home; and a publisher must indeed be cynical to the degree that he 
is endangering his own property not to feel the pressure oflfTT 
these millions of minds in America and not to respond to them. 
“The ‘jazz’ era in American journalism, came as a perfectly 
natural reaction against the stuffiness of the newspaper presenta­ 
tion that preceded it. 
It blew across the journalistic field like a 
gale from the west. Iv brought red blood in the enemic body of the 
old decadent structure. 
It restored the vitality of our press. 
It 
renewed its youth. 
It committed excesses as youth does; it of­ 
fended, at times, against taste, as youth does, but the net results 
of that period were good rather than bad. 
But the youthful pe­ 
riod passed. 
Reincarnated, American journalism has grown tfjp. 
is in its younger manhood. It must respond to a different urge 
d must face and meet new problems. ‘Arid that is what the 
of today that will be the great property of tomorrow must 
id is doing;”

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ERA OF “JAZZ JOURNALISM” IS OVER 


T he era of “jazz journalism ” is over and a period of a new 
and enormously more productive and powerful journalism is set­ 
ting in, Karl A. Bickel, president of the United Press Associations 
stated last week before editors of the Northwest, attending the 
University of Minnesota short course at St. Paul. Bickel was the 
speaker at a banquet given the visiting editors by the Minneapolis 
Journal. 
“Journalism ,” said Bickel, “at this precise time is in a perioc 
of transition. 
New factors of great potency are at work upon the 
minds of the news consumers of America. 
“The great war was one of these forces. Its effect upon the 
American newspaper was not as immediate as many might be­ 
lieve. For the first few years after the war the youth of America 
wanted, above everything else, to forget the war. 
But a change 
is everywhere apparent. 
Today the man who was overseas is be­ 
ginning to interpret the news he reads in the American press from 
abroad, in the light of his own experiences with the people he 
came in contact while abroad. And he is a new and very definitely 
interested consumer of foreign information. 
“The moving picture is another of these new elements. 
The 
third and perhaps in many ways, the most powerful of all, is the 
radio. 
“The three combined have tremendously enlarged the news 
horizons of the American people; widened their interests; stim u­ 
lated their minds; stirred up their lives. 
“There was a time when it was a popular statem ent in news­ 
paper offices that newspapers were published for an average in­ 
telligence of a child of twelve years. 
Another personage that 
news editors were adjured to keep in mind when considering the 
mental abilities Olathe mass of their readers was a fictional ‘milk­ 
man in Omaha.’ 
But the Omaha milkman passed on; his son 
grew up, went to school, established himself in business, joined a 
golf club and owns two cars. 
He competes with the editor in an 
intelligent interest in the world’s affairs. 
“The editor no longer has to fear that his newspaper will be 
too intelligent for his readers. 
If he is really wise, his fear will 
be that he won’t be able to keep his paper intelligent enough. 
“The American newspaper has recently undergone consider­ 
able fire from its many im portant and sincerely interested critics. 
Admitting, as publishers very readily do, the manifest defects of 
American newspapers, yet the fact remains that American news 
standards are the highest in the world and that the American 
newspaper is becoming the type of the strongest and best in jour­ 
nalism all over the world— in Great Britain,. Germany, South 
America and Japan. 
There are stupid publishers in America, of 
course, just as there are stupid bankers, but evidence accumulates 
on all sides, of a more concrete character, that by the large the 
American publisher today is very definitely not only producing the 
kind of a newspaper Americans want, but is studying and working 
every day to develop a stronger, more intelligent and efficient 
newspaper. 
“The age of the jazz newspaper is over. Publishers are learn­ 
ing-—and what is more important, advertisers are learning—that 
it is not a difficult task to acquire a larger circulation but that a 
jazz circulation is not a worthwhile advertising buy. 
“You can’t sell bonds, grand pianos and automobiles in a 
cabaret— and you can’t sell advertised goods in a newspaper per­ 
meated with the artificial, high-powered, hopped-up atmosphere 
of the cabaret. 
“When a newspaper reader is seeking primarily amusement, 
shock, emotional thrill, he is not in the mood to think of purchas­ 
ing a home or a pair of shoes. The newspaper whose news selec­ 
tion and news display is such that it keenly and effectively ap­ 
peals to its readers’ intelligent curiosities and which arouses their 
interests in the constructive aspects of life, immediately stim u­ 
lates and stirs in the average news.consumer a desire for personal 
betterm ent and that means immediate interest in advertising. 
And th a t’s why a newspaper of 200,000 circulation, with that sort 
of an appeal, is a better and sounder advertising buy than a news­ 
paper with 400,000 circulation based on the mass interest in mor­ 
bidity. 
One of the healthy signs in present day journalism is 
that both the publisher and the advertiser are finding this out. 
“We have had a delirious era of ‘jazzed journalism.’ 
It has 
lasted almost a quarter of a century. 
It has definitely closed. 
A 
new and greater journalistic period is setting in— one that will 
make all the records of real accomplishment of the past decade 
look puny. 
“This getting away from the old and into the new does not 
mean a reversal of tile old gray press of the nineties, it does not 
mean a stupidly reactionary press, it does not mean a press less 
alive to the themes that most deeply and fundamentally arouse the 
emotional forces of mankind, but it does mean a much better and 
keener understanding of these forces and a finer intelligence in t f t 
selection and direction in handling of news aimed to arouse an 
emotional interest. 
“The Snyder-Gray murder is one sort of an appeal to reader 
emotion; the Lindbergh storj is another. 
One drags the minds 
of the news consumers of the nation through the slime of the gut­ 
t e r ; the other calls forth the finest and best instincts of mankind. 
And in cold dollars and cents in the publisher’s cash register, iii 
reader appeal, in the building of newspaper prestige and com­ 
munity standing, the Lindbergh story was a tremendously potent 
% and valuable asset to every publisher in America and the gross 
exploitation of the* Snyder murder a positive liability. 
“J he American high school and college have been pouring 
out into the body of our citizenship during the last thirty years 
the greatest body of, at least, partially educated men and women 
the world has ever seen. 
The number of these people has become 
so great now that their influence is beginning to tell. 
And these 
people are demanding higher ethical standards, a decenter a t­ 
mosphere, a cleaner basis in all of the great activities of life; in 
buying and selling; in politics and government ; in the life in the 
home; and a publisher must indeed be cynical to the degree that he 
is endangering his own property not to feel the pressure of "att 
these millions of minds in America and not to respond to them. 
“ The ‘jazz’ era in American journalism, came as a perfectly 
natural reaction against the stuffiness of the newspaper presenta­ 
tion that preceded it. 
It blew across the journalistic field like a 
gale from the west. It brought red blood in the Mnemic body of the 
old decadent structure. 
It restored the vitality of our press. 
It 
renewed its youth. 
It committed excesses as youth does; it of­ 
fended, at times, against taste, as youth does, but the net results 
of that period were good rather than bad. 
But the youthful pe­ 
riod passed. 
Reincarnated, American journalism has grown Ut). 
It is in its younger manhood. 
It must respond to a different urge 
and must face and meet new problems. ‘And that is what the 
paper of today that win be the great property of tomorrow must 
do—and is> doing.”

Ruth did not lilt his first home run 
th is season until the second game of 
a double-header at Boston April 19.

Donahue said Lannin had been suf­ 
fering from heart disease and prob­ 
ably became dizzy and feli while look­ 
ing out of the window. 
Lannin lives at the Garden City ho­ 
tel with his wife and two children and 
had come to the Granada today for a 
visit of inspection.
